1,-^Conceming GOD and RELIGION. 

A HASON is obliged, by his tenure, to obey 
the moral law ; and if he rigbtly understand the 
art be will never be a stupid atbeist nor an irre- 
ligious libertino. He, of ali men, should best 
understand tbat GOD seetb not as man seetb ; 
for man looketb at tbe outward appearance, but 
GOD looketh to the heart. A mason is, there- 
(àref particularly bound never to act against the 
dictates of his cons^ience. Let a man^s religion 
cr mode of worship be wbat it may, he is not 
excluded from the order, provided he believe in 
tbe gloríous architect of beaven and earth, and 
practise the sacred duties of raorality.

loyalty, whereby they practically answer the 
cavils of their adversaries and promote the honour 
of the íraternity. Orafbmen are bound by pecu- 
liar ties to promote peace, cultivate hsirmony, 
and li?€ in concord and brotherly love. 

III.— O/" LODGES. 

A LODOE is a place where íree-masons assem- 
ble to work and to instruct and improve them- 
selves in the mysteries of their antient science. 
In an exteuded sense it applies to persons as 
well as to place ; hence every regular assembly 
or duly^organized meeting of masons is called a 
lodge. Every brother ought to belong to some 
lodge, and be subject to its by-laws and the 
general regulations of the craft. A lodge may 
foe either general or particular, as will be best 
understood by attending it, and there a know- 
ledge of the established usages and customs of 
the craft is alone to be acquired. From antient 
times no master or fellow could be absent from 
his lodge^ especially when wamed to appear at 
it, without incurring a severe censure, unless it 
appeared to the master and wardens that puré 
necessity hindered him. 

The persons made masons or admitted raem- 
bers of a lodge must be good and true meci^ 
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free bom, and of mature ajid discreet age aad 
sound judginanl, no bondmen, no woraen, no 
immoral ur scandalous meu, but of good report. 



All prefennml aroong mssoiis is groundeil 
upon real wortli aiid pei-sana! merit only ; thaE 
so the lords nia^ be well aerved, the brethren 
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master of the lodge, the grand warden, and at 
length the grand master of ali the lodges, accord- 
ing to his merit. 

No brother can be a warden nntil he has passed 
the part of a fellow-craft, nor a master until he 
has acted as a warden, nor gratid warden until 
he has been master of a lodge, nor grand master 
unless he has been a fellow-craft before his elec- 
tion, who is aiso to be nobly bom, or a gentle- 
man of the best fashion, or some eminent scholar, 
or some curious architect, or other artist de- 
* scended of honest parents, and who is of singu- 
larly great merit in the opinion of the lodges. 
And for the better, and easier, and more honour- 
ablè discharge of his office, the grand master 
has a power to choose his own deputy grand 
master, who must then be, or have formerly 
been, the master of a particular lodge, and who 
has the prívilege of actins whatever the grand 
master, his principal, should act, unless the said 
princrpol be present, or interpose his authority 
by letter. 

These rulers and govemors supreme and sub- 
ordinate, of the antient lodge, are to be obeyed 
in their respective stations by ali the brethren, 
according to the old charges and regulations, 
with ali humility, reverence, love, and alacrity.

unlil he kad been elected into Iht thair of a 
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jonrney ; nor put the work to task that hath been 
accustomed to journey. 

None shall discover envy at the prosperity of 
a brother, nor supplant him, or put him out of his 
work, if he be capable to íinisb the same ; for no 
man can fíDÍsh another's work so much to the 1ord'.s 
profít, UDless he be thoroughly acquainted with 
the designs and draughts of him that began it. 

When a fellow-crafbinan is chosen warden o f 
the work under the master, he shall be true both 
to master and fellows, shall carefully oversee the 
work in the master*s absence, to the lord*s profit ; 
and his brethren shall obey him. 

AU masons employed shall meekly receive their 
wages, without murmuring or mutiny, and not 
desert tlie master till the work be finished. 

A younger brother shall be instructed in work- 
mg, to prevent spoiling the materiais for want of 
judgment, and for increasing and continuing of 
brotherly love. 

Ali the tools used in working shall be approved 
by the grand lodge. 

No labonrer shall be employed in the proper 
work of masonry; nor shall íree-masons work 
with those that are not free, withoat an urgent 
necessity ; nor shall they teach labourers and 
unaccepted masons as they should teach a 
brotlier or fellow.

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2. — BEHAVIOOR AFTEB THE LODGE IS OVER, 
AND THE BRETHREN NOT GONE. 

You may enjoy yourselves with inDOcent mirth, 
treating one another according to ability, but 
avoiding ali excess, or forcing any brother to 
eat or drink beyond bis inclinatioD, õr hindering 
bim íroin going wben bis occasions call him, or 
doing or sayiog any thing offensive, or that may 
forbid an easy and free conversalion ; for that 
would blast our harmony, and defeat our lau- 
dable purposes. Therefore no private piques or 
quaireis must be brougbt witbin tbe door of the 
Icdge, íar less any quarreb about religion, or 
oatioiís, or statepolicy, vre beingonly, asmasons, 
òf tbe universal religion above-mentioned ; we 
ave alióof ali nations, tongues, kindreds,and lan- 
gnagea, and are resolved against ali politics, as 
wbat never yet conduced to tbe welrare of the 
lodge^ Dor ever will. 

3. ^BEHAVIOUR WBEN BRETHREN MEET WITH- 

OUt STRANGERSy BUT NOT IN A LODGE 
FORMED. 

You are to salute one another in a courteous 
manner, as you will be instructed, calling each 
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olher brallier, freely giving mulual ir 
almll be ihought expedient, without being over- 
seen or overbeard, and uilbout encroaching 
upon each other, oc derogabng &on tbat tespeet 
nhich is duetoan^ brother, werehe notamiAOi); 
Ibr tliough ail majona are, as breibrun, upon the 
same levei, jet majioiíry lake; no honnur from a 
man ihat he bad beFore ; naj, ratlier it adila lo 
bis boDour, eapecially if he haa deserved well aí 
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and neighbours, know the conceras of the lodge, 
&c., but wisely to consuU your own honnur, 
and that of your antient brotherhood, for reasons 
not to be mentioned here. Yoa must also con- 
suH your health by not continuing together too 
Iate or too long from home after lodge hours are 
past ; and by avoiding of gluttony or drunkenness, 
that your iamilies be not neglected or injured 
nor you disabled from \¥orking. 



6. — BEHAVIOUR TOWARDS A 8TRANGE 
BROTHER. 

You are cautiously to examine him in such a 
method as prudence shall direct you, that you 
may not be imposed upon by an ignorant false 
pretender, whom you are to reject with conteropt 
and derision, and beware of giving him any 
hints of knowledge. 

But if you discover him to be a true and 
genuine brother, you are to respect him accord- 
ingly ; and if he is in want you must relieve 
him if you can, or else direct him how he may 
be relieved. You must employ him some days, 
or else recommend him to be employed. But 
you are not charged to do beyond your ability ; 
only to prefer a poor brother that is a good man 
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and tme befoK any other poor people in the 



Finally, — Al! ihese charges you are Io observe 
and also those thol «bali be communicaled to^ou 
in nnolliecwa;; cuUivatitig Imitherly love, Ibe 
lòu[idatian and cape-stone, the cementand glory, 
of thia antienl fralemily, avojdinií ali wrangling 
and quarrelllng, ali siaiider and backbiting, nor 
permitting others to siander any horest brother. 
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brethren ; and if that submission is impracticable, 
they must, however, cany on their process, or 
law-suit, without wrath and rancour, (not in the 
common way,) saying or doing nothing whích 
may binder brotberly love and good ofSces to be 
renewed and continued, that ali may see the 
benign ínfluence of masonry, as ali true masons 
have done irom the beginning of the world, and 
will do to the end of time.

5. No brother sball be pennitted to attend the 
grand lodge as roaster, past master, or warden, 
mitil his nanie and appointment shall liave been 
duly returaed to the grand secretary'» office.

6. No brother shall hold more than one office 
in the grand lodge at one and the saroe time. 

7. Fonr grand lodges shall be holden, for 
quarterly coromunicatioD, in each year, viz., on 
the first Wednesday in the months of March, 
June, September, and December, at which none 
«hall be present bat the proper members, with- 
out permission of the grand master. No visitor 
shall speak to any auestion without leave of the 
grand master, nor shall he, on any occasion, be 
pennitted to vote. 

8. It being essential to the interests of the 
craft that ali matters of business to be brought 
nnder the consideration of the grand lodge 
should be previously known to the grand officers 
and masters of lodges, thal^ Úvio\x<^ ^<^\sw "^^ 
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the represenlatives of lodgeu may be apprJEed of 
Eui^li biisiness, anã be prepared to decide Ihereo», 
ivithdut heins laJieD by Burprjse, a ^nentl com- 
inittee, consisting oF lhe preseni and paat enuid 
officevs and [he mnster of efoj regular lodje 
shull meei on the Wedneaday immediately pre- 
ceding each quarlerly eonimunicalion, aí wnich 
meeting, ali reporta ot repieseniatioDa from lhe

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9. At such committee, three masters or past 
masters of lodges shall be nomiuated, who shall 
attend, within the porch of the grand lodge, at 
tbe subsequent quarteriy commuDÍcatiou, for the 
purpose of guarding, under the superiutendence 
of tne grand pursuivant, against the admission of 
any but those who are qualiíied, have their 
proper clothing and jewels, have signed their 
Bames to the accustomed papers, and are in ali 
respects entitled to ad mission . The three brethren 
8o noininated shall be assisted by three grand 
stewards of the year, who shall be summoned to 
attend for that purpose in rotation, according to 
tbe Dumbers ôf the lodges which they represent. 
For the like purpose, the grand master shall 
nominate six brethren to attend in the porch of 
the grand lodge, on the day of the grand festival, 
aod also on any special meeting of the grand 
lodge. 

10. The grand master, in his absence, the pro 
grand master, in his absence, the deputy 
grand master, or, in his absence, the grand 
wardçns, may summon and hold grand lodges 
of emergency, whenever the good of the craft 
shall, in their opinion, require it; the parti- 
cular reason for convening such lo<J^e of emer- 
gency shall be expressed in the summons, and 
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no otlier business sliall b« enlered upon ut lliut 
meulJug. 

11. TliFre sball beamasonic feslival, aniiuall;i 
on lhe WedoBsday uext followiDg Si. Geoi^e's 
Djy, which ahall be deditated to brolhetly love 
and refreshmetit, snd \o wliich alt regular niusuiis 
may bave accetis, on providinR dieniítlves with 
ticketa from the grund siewards of tbe year.

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lodges, or boards, or committees respectively, 
during times of public business, or meetings, 
or proceedings, shall be used, and exercised, 
and enforced respectively by the otficers or 
members by any law or constitution authorized 
lo preside ot act in tbe absence of the grand 
master, or any superior officer or member in 
siich lodges, boaids, or committees^ or in the 
general govemment of the craft, as fuily to 
ali intents and purposes as if such substitute 
officers or members were speciíied in every law 
or constitution in which any powers or autho- 
rities are given, or rales or regulations pre- 
scríbed íbr the principais, unless special provision 
is made to the contrary. 

14. The grand lodge alone has the inherent 
power of enacting laws and regulations for the 
government of the craft, and of altering, re- 
pealing, and abrogating them, always taking 
care that die antient land-marks of the order 
be preserved. The grand lodge has also the 
power of investigatingy regulating, and deciding 
ali matters relative to the craft, or to particular 
lodges, or to individual brothers, which it may 
exerdse either of itself or by such delegated 
authority as, in its wisdom and discretion, it may 
appoint ; but in the gratid lodge alone resides the

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REGULATIONS for the GOVERNMENT of 
GRAND LODGE during the time o/ PUB- 
LIC BUSINESS, to he rcadat the Quarterly 
Communication in March, 

1. The grand lodge being opened, the minutes 
of tlie last quarterly communication, and of any 
intervening grand lodge, are to be read and put 
for coníirmation, and ali Communications from the 
gnnd roaster, and reports from the boards of 
beneTolenoe and general purposes, are theu to 
be read and taken imo consideration, and the 
otherbusiness regularly proceeded with. 

2. At the third stroke of the grand ma$ter*s 
gavel, or whenever the grand master shall cail to 
order, there shall be general silence. 

3. Ali members shall keep their seats, except 
the grand deacons, grand director of ceremonies, 
bis assistant, and grand stewards, who are 
allowed to move about, in the discharge of their 
duties. 

4. No brother shall speak twice to the same 
question, unless in explanation, or the mover in 

rpnlv- 
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5, Every one wbo spenks slial) rise and remaín 
standing, addressing tiiniEelf lo lhe grjnd niasler, 
nor shall any brolhei presame to ínUrrupt bíni, 
unless Io addiess tbe nacdmoslerUi order, orthe 
graud cjaster ahall think fit to cnll faim to order, 
but, alter he has been sei right, he may proceed, 
if he observe due order ™d decorum. 

6. If any mcmber sliall bave beeu Iwice called 
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foand by him not to contain any tbing contrary 
lo the antient landmaiks of the order, the motion 
may be proposed, and on bein^ seconded, the 
question 8ball be put tbereon. If carried, and 
oonfírmed at tbe next ensuing meeting of grand 
lodge» it becoines a law. 

0. Ali matters are to be decided by a majority 
of TOtes, .each member having one vote, and the 
grand master two votes, unless the lodge think 
proper to leave any particular subject to the 
determination of the grand master. The votes of 
tbe members are to be signiiied by each holdmg 
up one of his hands, and the motion is then to be 
declared as carried or lost ; but if two members 
demand that the votes be counted, the brethren 
in favour of the motion shali pass to one side of 
the grand lodge, and those against it to the other, 
when they shall be counted by the grand deacons, 
tbe mover and seconder of the motion, and two 
of it8 opponents ; provided such demand appear 
leasonaole to the grand master. 

10. No motion on anew subject shall be made 
nor any new matter eotered upon aiier eleven 
o'clock at night.

3. The grand master may, by warrant, appoint 
auy brother of eminence and skill to represent him 
in a sister grand lodge. He may also constitute 
any distinguished brother, regularly deputed irom 
a sister grand lodge, a member of the grand lodge 
of England with such rank as may be appro- 
priate. 

4. The grand master has full authoríty to pre- 
side in any lodge, and to order any of his grand 
officers to attend him. His deputy is to be placed 
on his right and the master or the lodge on his 
left háhd. His wardens are also to act a& ^k^-

munication, tbe lodge or brother who shall refuse 
to comply with his order. 

9. Tlte grand master shall only be applied to 
on any business concerning masons or masonry 
through the deputy grand master, the grand 
registrar, or the grand secretary. 

10. If the grand master should abuse his power, 
and render himself unworthy of the obedience of 
tbe lodges, he shall be subjected to some new 
regulation, to be dictated by the occasion ; be- 
cause, hitherto, the antient fratemity have had no 
reason to provide for an event which they have 
presuroed would never happen. 

Of DEPUTY GRAND MASTER.

Of GRAND CHAPLAINS. 

The grand chaplains are to be appointed by 

the grand master on the day of his installation, 

and shall attend the quarterly Communications 

md other meetings of the grand lodge, and there 

>flrer up soiemn prayer, suitabie to the occasion, 

s established by the usage of the fraternity. 

Of GRAND TREASURER. 

1. The grand treasurer shall be elected by the 
nd lodge at the quarterly commanication in 
rch. 

He shall, when required, give a joint bond. 
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witli two sureties, to the grand raaaler, and to 
siicli olher truslees ns the grand [odue ahall 
nominale, ia such penalty and wilh sucli condi- 

perfonnanceofhiaUtist. 



3. To the grand treasnrer sliall be entrusted 
ali mnney raised for the use oí the sociely; and 
he shall disburse tbe same in sucli maiiner as the 
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roents issued by the authority of the grand lodge, 
as well as to such as the grand master, in con- 
fonnity with the established laws and regulations 
of the crafl, may direct. 

3. He is to superintend the records of the 
grand lodge, and to take care that the several 
documents issued be in due form. 

4. The grand master may, by a written docu- 
ment, direct the grand registrar to take charge of 
any province for which there is not a grand 
master, and he shall thereby be empowered to 
appoint a deputy provincial grand master and 
otber officers, with the sarae authority and prívi- 
leges and under the same regulations as if they 
had been appointed by a provincial grand master, 
and shall perform ali other functions of a provin- 
cial grand master for that province. 

Of GRAND SECRETARY. 

1 . The grand secretary is to be appointed by 
the grand master, and continue without re- 
appointment during the pleasure of the grand 
lodge ; he may have a clerk or clerks, who raust 
be master masons, but are not, by the appoint- 
m ent, members of the grand lodge ; and, 
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therefore, if not otherwise members of grand 
todge, cannot attend ibereia withoul leave, or 
ãpeak tliereÍD nithout special permisaion. But 
ii anj assistaut or clerk be in auy capacitjr a 
meinber of lhe grand lodge, he is not, by his 
tijipoinlTnenl, depríved of bis rígbts or privilegcs 
as a member of ihc gmnd ludgc. 

2, The grand secreury may, vinder lhe autho- 
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0/ GRAND DEACONS. 

1. TnE grand deacons are to be appointed by 
tbe grand master, on the day of bis iostallation, 
and eacb must have regularly served tbe office of 
warden of a prívate lodge. 

2. If tbe grand deacons be absent, tbe grand 
master may appoint the master of any lodge to 
oflficiate pro tempore. 

A grand deacon not attending bis duty in 
grand lodge sball for eacb absence pay a fine of 
half-a-guinea. On bis neglecting to pay the fines 
wben incurred, bis office may be declared vacant, 
and any rank or distinction acquired in conse- 
quence of bis appointment forfeited.

4. A grand sword bearer not atteuding his 
duty in grand lodge shall, for each absence, pay 
a fine of half-a-guinea. On his neglecting to pay 
the fines when incorred, his office may be de- 
clared vacant, and any rank or distinction 
acquired in consequence of his appointroent 
ibrfeited. 

5. The grand pursuivant is to preside over 
the brethren noroinated to attend within the 
porch of the grand lodge. He is at every meet- 
ing of the grand lodge to preserve order in the 
porch, and with the assistance of the brethren 
nominated to attend there, to see that none be 
admitted, except those who are qualified, have 
tbeir proper clothing and jewels, have signed 
their names to the accustomed papers, and are in 
ali respects entitled to admission. 

Of GRAND STANDARD BEARERS. 

Grand standard beárers may be appointed by 
the grand master as occasion shall require. They 
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of charity a fine of half-a-guinea, On his neg- 
lecting to pay such fine when incurred, he shall 
forfeit ali privileges derived firom his office. 

8. If any lodge possessing the privilege of re- 
commendation shall neglect to send to the grand 
secretary the name of one of its members, or to 
supply the place of one who shall decline or 
become incapable of discharging the duties of 
the office, as required by the preceding articles, 
the lodge shall forfeit its privilege, and the grand 
master shall nominate some other lodge to have 
such privilege in future. 

9. The grand stewards shall so regulate the

grand lodge, and are stríctly enjoined not to 
introduce or permit any refineshment to be intro- 
duced iuto the hall after the grand master or other 
• presiding officer shall have departed. 

10. The grand stewards for the year shall wear 
jewels of silver, gilt, pendant to red collars, and 
bear wands. (Aprons, see Regalia.) 

11. The grand stewards shall have the ex- 
clusive privilege of becoming members of the 
grand stewards* lodge ; subject to its by-laws and 
regulations.

Of PROVINCIAL GRAND IVl 

1. The appointment of this oflííce 
gative of the grand master, by whc 
inay be granted, during pleasure, to 
of eminence and ability in the craft v 
thought worthy of the appointment 
patent the brother is invested with 
power, in his particular district, simi 
possessed by the grand master. I. 
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3. He may preside in every lodge he visits 
within his distríct, with his deputy provincial 
grand master on his right and the master of tlie 
lodge on his left hand; his wardens, if present, 
may act as wardens of that lodge during his 
presence ; but, if they be absent, the provincial 
grand master may direct the wardens of the lodge, 
or any other master masons, to act as his wardens 
pro tempore. 

4. He shall hear and determine ali subjects 
of masonic complaint or irregularity, respecting 
lodges or individual masons, within his distríct, 
and may proceed to admonition, fine, or suspen- 
swiíf until the next meeting of the Krand lodge, 
according to the general laws of the craft. A 
minute of such proceedings, stating the offence 
and the law applicable to it^ together with the 
decision, is to be transmitted to the grand master. 
When the case is of so flagrant a nature as, in 
the judgment of the provincial grand master, to 
require the erasure of a lodge, or the expulsion 
of a brother, he shall make a special report to 
the grand lodge, with his opinion thereon. 

The provincial grand master has no power to 
expel a mason, though he may, when satisíied 
that any brother has been illegally excluded, 
from any of his masonic functions or prívileges, 
by a lodge within his districl, oi^^x vínxsl \a\s& 
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immedintely restorei), and niay suspend, unli1 tlie 
bmlher who ahail refose to comply wíth sucli 

5. If lhe provincial grandmasterorhisdepoty 
shall neglect lo proceed forthwilli on any case 
aubmitlpd for his dtciaiOTi, lhe applieaiion or 
complaiiil may be Imnsmítled lo lhe board of 
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cases the laws relating to the reinoval of lodges 
shall have been complied with. 

8. He shoald hold a provincial grand lodge, 
in such place as may seem to hitn tnost coii- 
venieot, at least once in eachyear, when there 
nay also be a masonic festival. He may convene 
provincial grand lodges of emergency whenever 
Uk his judgment it may be necessary. 

9. He is required by himself, or his deputy, to 
correspond with the grand lodge, and to transmit 
to the grand secretary, at or prior to the quar- 
terly communication in March, a circumstantial 
account, in writing, of his proceedings, and of the 
State of masonry within his province, together 
with a list of such lodges as may have been con- 
ttituted since his last retum, and the fees due 
thereon to the grand lodge. 

10. To insure the regular performance of the 
duties of provincial grand master, and to prevent 
inconvenience arising from tlie neglect of them, 
he may appoint a deputy to execute ali the func- 
tions of tne office in his name, and may, for this 
purpose, invest him by patent, under his hand 
and seal, with ali the requisite powers, during 
pleasure< 



4B DEPUTY PROV.GRAND MASTER. 

11. The provincial grand maslei musl tians- 
niii the name atid plate of »hfnJe of his deputy, 
in wriljng, lo ali lhe. lod^es of liis djstnd, and 
also IO tlie giand secretary, in order lo have bm 
reclstered, nitítin one moiilh of lhe a.ppointii]ent; 
and, ai the same time, s[«cify whether he intenda 
llie busiriEss of ilie provmte lo he traiisacled by 
faimself or depuly. 
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2. He is invested with the rank of^a deputy 
graiid master within the province, and presides, 
vnless the provincial grand master be present, 
in any lodge he may visit withiu bis district. He 
is not, by his office, a member of the grand lodge, 
nor does he possess any rank out of his district, 
though he is entitled to wear the clothing of a 
provincial grand officer, or past provincial grand 
officer, in ali masonic meetings. 

Of the other PROVINCIAL GRAND 
OFFICERS. 

1. These must ali be resident within the pro- 
TÍDce, and-sabscribing members to some lodge 
therein, but the M. W. grand master may grant a 
dispensation for non-residence. A fee of two 
guineas for grand wardens, and one guinea for 
any subordinate officer, shall be paid to the general 
fund of charity for such dispensation. 

2. The grand wardens and subordinate provin- 
cial grand ofiicers (except the treasurer, who is to 
be elected)are to be annually appointed by the pro- 
vincial grand master, and such officers are respec- 
tively to be invested in the provincial grand lodge, 
and shall possess, within their district, the rank 
and prívileges of grand officers ; but they are not 
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h; such appomttneTit, metnbe79orthe^ndkid^e, 
nor do ihey tnke any ranlt out of Iheir dialricl, 
Ihouftli diej are entilled lo «ear ilieir clothiiia 
as provincial grand ofiicerB, or past provincial 
grand oHrcera, in nll masooic meeiings. 

3. No broiher can be appoioted a provincial 
grand warden unlesB he be tlie niasler or pa^t 
masier of a lodge; nor a provincial giand deacon.

2. The actual and past provincial grand officers, 
whilst they remain subscribing members to a 
kxige in the province, with the actual provincial 
grand stewards, and the masters, past masters, 
and wardens, of ali lodges within the province, 
are members of the provincial grand lodge, and 
the masters and wardens shall attend the same 
when duly summoned. 

3. The provincial grand lodge has the power 
offraming by-laws for its own government, and 
of making regulatious for the guidance òf the 
private lodges of the province; provided that 
none of these be contrai7 to, or inconsistent with» 
the laws and constitutions of the grand lodge. 

4. Great advantage having been experienced 
firoro the establishment of a local fund for chari- 
table and other masonic purposes, each provincial 
grand lodge may direct payments to be madeby 
Sie provincial grand officers and the lodges in 
the province for thisdesirable purpose, (exclusive 
of the contributions payable to the grand lodge.) 
The payments by lodges shall not exceed the 
following sums, viz. sixpence per quarter for 
every contribating member of a^ W%^<) ^^^ '^«^- 
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lingB for every person who has been iiiitiated, and 
One shilliii^ fbr evBry mtmher vfho hns joined 
Biiy lodge sÍDce lhe last payment. Tliia fund 
cannot be eaiabliahed irithout the concurrence of 
Ht teast Iwo-thirdsofthe menibers present ia pro- 
vincial fjtuiá lodtie, nor uniess each lod^ in the 
provincG shall have had due couce ofthe meeting, 
and of lhe intentioii w propose llie eslíiblishmenl 
of siich fund, nor unlil the decision shall liave 
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be kept. These accoants must be produced at 
évery provincial grand lodge, and audited once in 
each year, and a copy thereof transmitted to the 
lodges within the pro?ince. 

6. Correct minutes of the proceedings of the 
provincial grand lodge shall he kept in a book 
proper for the purpose, which shall be produced, 
Dy the provincial grand master, for the inspection 
of the grand master or grand lodge whenever 
required. 

7. The provincial grand lodge emanates from 
the authority vested in the provincial grand 
master, and possesses no other powers than those 
specifíed. It, therefore, follows that no provincial 
grand lodge can meet but by the sanction of the 
provincial grand master or his deputy ; and that 
it ceases to exist on the death, resignation, sus- 
pension, or removal of the provmcial grand 
master, until a brother is duly appointed or em- 
powered to perform the functions of provincial 
grand master, by whose authority the provincial 
grand lodge may be again established. 

8. Should the provincial grand master desire 
the opinion of his provincial grand lodge on the 
subject of any masonic complaint or irregularity 
within his district, they shall fuVV^ voc^ws. \»ns» 



Of DISTRICT GRAND L0DGE5 

IN COLONIES OR FOREIGN PARTS. 

1 . It being necessary, on account of th< 
lance of foreign or colonial district grand Ic 
and the consequent delay in their communicj 
with the grand lodge of England, that 
powers should be more extensive, the grand 
delegates to its foreign or colonial district i 
lodges, meeting underagrand master duly a 
rised and appointed by the grand mast 
England, in addition to the powers before 
cifíed, that of expelling masons, and er 
lodges withiu the district, subject howev 
nppeal to the grand lodge of England, an( 
M. W. grand master may confer on provi 
grand masters in the cólon ies and foreign pj 
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provincial fund of fees larger than are altowed in 
f^ngliuid under the folloiriog legulatious, liz. 

Thal Dotice in writing of the fees proposed, 
and aiso of the day oí pieeling for tbe disciissioo 
(rf lhe subject, be sent to each lodge in the pro- 
vince two raonths at leaat [HÍor lo the meeling. 

Tbat if the proposed payments shall be agreed 
to by two-tbirds at leaat of tbe members present, 
a daj ibaJl be appoinied for cousidenog the 
ctmSnnatioii tbereof at a period of not tess 
ttian three motiths frotn the firat roeeting, and 
a copy of the resolutions ao agreed lo shall be 
seut forthwith to each lodge wiih the summons 
fcr tbe second meeting. 

I^at any lodge nhose ofRceis may not be able 
to attend by reasou of ibeir distaace from the 
place of assembly be peimitled to slate its 
opioions in nrlting, provided the same be dis- 
palched to the provincial grand secretary within 
the period of one month trom the dale of receivlng 
the aummons for lhe second meeling. 

When the proceedinga haie been confirraed, a 
copy tbereof shall be (ransmitied to the most 
worshipful grand masterfor his approval, to^ether 
nith copies of any opinions wbicn may have been 
teceived in wriíing.

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Of PRtVATE LODGES. 

1. The ofBeetsofa lodge are the masteran 
Ma two wardens, witli their aasislanls the In 
deacons, inner guard, aad ly\et. Tliere tnu 
aUo be a Ireasurer and secrelary. A chnpiaii 
maaler of ttie oeremiinies. and stcwaida mav t 
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ibe master in the chair shall be entitled to give a 
second or casting vote, exoepting upon a ballot 
fi>r a candidate for initiation, or a brother to joíd. 
N.B. It is very desirable that a brother should 
be present when appointed to an office. 

3. No brother shall be master of more than one 
lodge at the same tiine, without a dispeDsation 
£rom Úie grand master. 

4. No master of the tavem or house at which 
the lodge meets shall hold any oifice in the lodge, 
without a dispensation írom the grand master or 
the provincial grand master. 

6. Every lodge has the power of framing by- 
laws for its government, provided they are not 
iuconsistent with the regulations of the grand 
lodge. The by-laws roust be submitted to the 
grand master^ or the provincial grand master, and 
vrhen approved, a fair copy must be sent to- the 
grand secretarj, and, in the case of a country 
lodge, also to the provincial grand master ; and, 
when any material alteration shall be made, such 
alteration mnst, in like manner, be submitted. 
No law or alteration will be valid until so sub- 
mitted and approved. The by.laws of the lodge 
shall be fairly written in a book, which shall be 
delivered to the master on his iusVaiVVôXxwv^ >í*\sR2cv 
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he shall soleranly p1edgehÍmaelfto observe anil 
enfotce lliem. Everj brother shall aign idem 
when he becomes a roember of the lodge. as a 
declamilon of his submission to tbem, aiid shall 
at ali reasonable limes haie accesí lo ihem, míd 
be allowed lo lale copies. 

The 
officers of a removed lodge sball not be permitted 
to attend the grand lodge or provincial grand

9. A lodge of emergencv may, at any time, be 
called) by the authoríty of the master^ or, in bis 
absence, of the sénior warden, or, in their absence, 
of the júnior warden, but on no preteoce without 
Buch authority. The business to be transacted at 
soch lodge of emergency shall be expressed in 
the summons, recoided on the minutes, and no 
other business shall be enteied upon. 

10. The precedency of^lodges is derived from 
the number of their constitution, as recorded in 
the books of t|)e grand lodge. No lodge shall 
be acknowledged, nor its officers admitted into 
the grand lodge or a provincial grand lodge, nor 
ony of its members entitled to partake of the 
general charity or other masonic privilege, unless 
it has been regularly constituted and registered. 

11. Any lodge wbich may not be distinguished 
by a narae or title, being desirous of taking one, 
must, for that purpose, procure the approbation 
of the grand master, or provincial grand master, 
and the name must be registered with the grand 
secretary. No lodge shall be \yeim\XXfiâL Ns^ '^^Nsst. 
its name without the like ap^To)aaX\oTw. 
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purposes,. and rigorously proceeded against for 
detainÍDg inoneys which are the property of tbe 
grand lodge» and which had been paid to the 
lodge for specific appropriation. 

15. AU moneys received or paid on accoant of 
the lodge shall be entered in proper books. The 
fees or dues received on account of, and payable 
to, the grand lodge and' provincial grand lodge, 
shall be kept separate and distinct firom the 
moneys belonging to the lodge, and shall be de- 
posited in the hands of the master instead of the 
treasurer of the lodge, and shall be transroitted to 
the grand lodge and provincial grand lodge, at 
such times as the laws require. The accounts of 
the lodge shall be audited, at least once in every 
year, by a committee to be ap|K)inted by the 
lodge. 

16 Each lodge shall procure for every brother 
initiated thereio, a grand lodge certiíicate, to be 
paid for by the lodge at the same time with the 
fee for r^istration. 

17. No lodge, 01 o£Scer or member of a lodge, 
shall, under any circumstances, give a certificate 
or recommendation to enable a roason to proceed 
from lodge to lodge as a pauper, or in an itine- 
ant manner to apply to loa%e& íot "ràSfti^ 
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serve the same usages and customs ; every 
tion, therefore, from the established mo 
working is highly improper, and cannot be 
fied or countenanced. In order to preserv 
imiformity, and to cultivate a good understa 
among free-n)asons, some members of every 
should be deputed to visit other lodges as 
as may be conveDÍent. 

20. If any brother behave in such a mani 
to distorb tbe harmony of the lodge, be shi 
thrice íbrmally admonished by the roaster ; 
if he persist in his irregular conduct, he shs 
punisned by censure, fine, or exclusion, acco 
to the by-laws of the lodge, or the case irn 
reported to higher masonic authority. 
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conskieration. The narne of every.brother ex 
cludedy with the cause of exclusion» shall be sent 
to the grand secretary ; and, if a country lodge, 
also to the provincial grand master. 

22. The jewels and fumiture of every lodge 
belong to, and are the property of the master 
and wardens, for the time being, in tnist for the 
roembers of such lodge ; and the master of the 
bouse wherein the lodge is held shall have no 
lien thereon : nor shall he be saffered to be the 
owner of the jewels or fumiture of any lodge, 
iinder the penalty of the forfeiture of the warraiit 
of constitution of such lodge. No ^evrei shall be 
wom in a lodge other than those specifíed for the 
ofiicers, except such honorary or other jewel, as 
shall be consistent with those degrees recognised 
by the grand lodge as part of antient free-masonry. 

23. The warrant and books and papers belong- 
ing to a lodge must be produced by the master, 
when required by competent authority. 

24. The majoríty of the merobers of a lodge, 
when congregated, have the prívilege of giving 
instructions to their master, the immediate past 
master, and wardens, before the meeting of the 
grand lodge ; because such officers are their 
representatives, and are supposed tA s:<^^»2&.>ií<!êc& 
ientiments.

29. Should the majority of any lodge determine 
to retire from it, the power of assembling remains 
with the rest of the members who adhere to their 
allegiance; but if ali the members of a lodge 
withdraw, the warrant becomes extinct. 

30. If any lodge, or its master and wardens, be 
summoned to attend, or to produce its warrant, 
books, papers, or accounts, to the grand master or 
his deputy, or the provincial grand master or his 
deputy, or the board of general purposes, or any 
other board or committee authorizea by the grand 
lodge, and do not comply, or give sufficient reason 
for Don-compliance, a peremptory summons shall 
be issued ; and in case of contum^s:^ y v&k^vVA*^ 
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in»y be suiipended, a.ud liie prDCf^'ding notiljcit 
to tlie graiid lodge. 

31, A lodge offending against any law or regu-

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(yCOUNTRY LODGES. 

All lodges held at a greater distance than ten 
tnilesÍTom Freemasons' Hall, London,arecountry 
lodges, and are to observe the following laws and 
regulations, in addition to those specified under 
the head of Private Xx>dges. 

1. All country lodges are under the immediate 
superíntendence of the provincial grand master 
<^ the distríct, to whotn, or to his deputy, they 
are to apply in all cases of dífficulty or doubt, 
and to whom all complaints must be transmitted. 
If those officers should neglect to proceed in the 
business, the appUcation or complaint may be 
transmitted to the board of general purposes, and 
an appeal in all cases lies to the grand lodge or 
grand master. 

2. Every country lodge shall make a retum 
similar to that required to be made to the grand 
secretary once in each year, or oftener if required, 
to the provincial grand master, and shall transmit 
therewith all money payable to the provincial 
grand lodge. 

3. The master, wardens, and past masters, 
subscribing to any country lodge in the district.

Of MILITARY LODGES. 

It being essential to the interest of the crafl, 
that ali milítary lodges should be strictly contined 
to the purposes for which their warrants were 
origjnaily obtained ; and, very great abuses having 
arisen from the improper initiation of masons by 
tuch lodges, every warrant therefore which is held 
by a military lodge shall be forfeited, unless the 
following laws be complied with, in addition to 
tbose speciâed under the head of Private Lodges. 

1. No warrant shall be granted for the estab- 
lishment of a military lodge without the coiisent 
of the commanding officer of the regiment, bat- 
talion, or company to which it is to be attached. 

2. No military lodge shall, on any pretence, 
initiate into masonry any inhabitant or sojourner 
in any town or place at which its members may be 
stationed, or through which they may be march- 
ing, nor any person who does not at the time belong 
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to lhe milltary profession, nor anj' military person 
below lhe rank of a corporal, excepl as serving 
brelhren, or by dispensatioD fn>m lhe graod masler 
or provincial grond nuister. 

3. When anj military lodge, uudertheeonsti- 
tuUonor Englaiidishall be outof Eiiglaiid, iishall 
cdnduct ilseirso as nut to gire oSerice lo lhe ma- 
aonic authorities of lhe oountrjí or place in which 
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erefore no brother shall be elected nmster of a 
dge or appointed to any oAice therein merely on 
count of seniority or rank. Previously to the 
stallation of the master, the minutes of the 
eceding meeting of the lodge must be read and 
»nfirmecl, so fiau* at least as to the election of the 
aster, afíer which the usual ceremonies of instai - 
tion are to be performed, and no master elect 
ali assume the master'schair until he shall have 
!en regularly instai led, though he may in the 
lerim rule the lodge. Should the minutes of the 
3ction of master not be coníirmed, then a sum- 
ons must be issued for the following regular 
ieting of the lodge, settingforth that the brethren 
sre again to proceed to elect a master, and on 
e confirmatíonof the minutes of that election at 
e following regular meeting of the lodge^ the 
stallation of the master will foUow. 

2. Every master elect, before being placed in 
e chair, shall solemnly pledge himself to pre- 
rve the ]and»marks of the order, to observe its 
tient usages and established customs, and 
ictly to enforce them within his own lodge. 

Z* No brother shall continue master for more 
in two years in succession, unless by a dispen- 
tion, which maybe granted bythegrand master 
the provincial grand master iu c»a^ ^^ '«a^ 
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neceasity; but lie maj bc again elected after he 
has bei:n out of ihitt othce oue yeai. Tbit 
regulation sliall nol exUtid to a pimce of lhe 
blooil rojai appoinliog a dtpul^r, but it shall to 
tlie deputy. 

4. The masler aiid wardens of a lodge are . 
eiijoined to visit oUier lodges as oftesi da tliey 
cunvetiíeDil)' caa, In order tLat the same usagts 
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present, then the sénior warden, or in his absence 
lhe júnior warden, shall rule the lodge. 

7. The master and wardens of every lodge in 
the London district shall, wilhin one month after 
appointment in each year, respectively sign their 
names in a book, at the omce of the grand 
aecretary. 

8. The master and wardens of every lodge shall 
attend the grand master or his deputy, or tJie pro- 
vincial grand master or his deputy, or any board 
or committee authorized by the grand lodge ; and 

Cduce the warrant, minutes, and books of tiie 
ge, when summoned so to do, under pain of 
suspension, and being reported to the next grand 
lodge. 

9. The wardens and officers of a lodge cannot 
be removed, unless for a cause which appears to 
the lodge to be sufficient; but the master, if he 
be dissatisfíed with the conduct of any of his 
ofiicers, raay lay the cause of complaint before the 
lodge ; and if it shall appear to the majority of 
the brethren present that the complaint be well 
íbunded, he shall have power to displace such 
officer, and appoint another.

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issued to the members of a lodge, by the authority 
of the master, or the proceedings of any festival 
or public meeting at which persons not masons 
are permitted to be present. 

5. The majority of the members present at any 
lodge duly summoned have an undoubted right to 
regulate their own proceedings, provided that they 
are consistent with the general laws and regula- 
tions of the craft; no member, tberefore, shall be 
permitted to enter in the minute book of his lodge 
a protest aii^inst any resolution or proceeding 
which roay have taken place, unless it shall ap- 
pear to him to be contrary to the laws and usages 
of the craft, and for the purpose of complaining 
or appealing to a higher masonic authority. 

6. If any member shall be excluded from his 
lodge, or shall withdi-aw himself from it, without 
liaving complied with its by-laws, orwith the ge- 
neral regulations of the craft, he shall not be eli- 
eible to any other lodge, until that lodge shall have 
been made acquainted with his former neglect, so 
that the brethren may be enabled to exercise their 
discretion as to his admission. Whenever a mem- 
ber of any lodge shall resign, or shall be excluded, 
or whenever, at a future time, he may require it, 
he shall be fumished with a certificate statin^ the 
circumstanccs under which \ifòVí&.^^Vi^'^\ "^^à. 
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ef a third offence within thiee yean of the second 
oifence, he shall be liable to expulsioo íirom the 
craft. 

Ali fines shall be applied to the general fund 
of charity. 

Of PROPOSING MEMBERS. 

MAKIMOy PASSINGy AMD RAISING. 

Great discredit and injury having been 
brought upon óur antient and honourab!e frater- 
nity from' admitting members and receiving can- 
didates, without due notice being given, cr 
enquiry roade into their characters and qualifica- 
tions ; and from passing and raising masons 
without due instruction in the respective degrees, 
it is declared that a violation or neglect of any 
of the foUowing laws shall subject the lodge 
offending to erasure, and no emergency can be 
allowed as a justifícation.* 

1 . No brother shall be admitted a roember of a 
lodge without a regular proposition in open lodge, 
nor until his name, occupation, and place of abode, 
83 well as the name and number of the lodge of 
which he is or was last a member, or in which he

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was initated, sball hare been sent (ob.11 theraem*. 
bers in llie summons for the nexi regular lodg« 
meeting; at nhich meeting the broiher's grand 
lodge cenlficate, and aiso the ceni6cale uf his 
former lodge is to be produced, and the decision 
of the brelhren ascertained bj ballot. When 
a lodge has ceased to meei, any former member 
thereof shall be eli^ilile to be picjwsed and ad- 
mi((ed a member of anoiher Iodais, ou producins 
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of balloting for the candidate ; and if the candi- 
date be then approved, he roay be initiated into 
the first degree. The master shall, previous to the 
ballot being taken, cause the proposition, and 
emergency, to be recorded in the minute>book of 
the lodge. 

3. No man shall be made a roason in any 
lodge under the age of twenty^^one years, unless 
by dispensation from the grand master, or pro- 
vincial grand master. Every candidate must be 
a free man, his own master, and, at the time of 
initiation, in reputable circumstances. Previous 
to his initiation, he must subscribe his name 
at fuU length, to a declaration of the foUowing 
import,* viz. 

To the worshipful master, wardens, ofHcers, 
and members of the lodge of 
No. 

I, being a free man, and of the full 

age of twenty'H)ne years« do declare, that, unbias- 
sed by the improper solicitation of friends, and 
uninfluenced by mercenary or other unworihy 
motive, I freely and voluntarily ofTer myself a 
candidate for the mysteries of masonry ; that I 
am prompted by a favourable opinion conceived

4. No person can be made a mason i 
mitled a member of a lodge, if, on ti 
three black balis appear against him;

The 
member who proposes a candidate must be res- 
ponsible to the lodge for ali the íèes payable on » 
account of the initiation. 

This is not to extend to the making of serving 
brethren, who may be initiated by the lodge 
which they are to serve, provided that no fee 
or reward be taken, and that a dispensation from 
lhe grand master or provincial grand master be 
first obtained, which shall be speciiíed in the 
retuni made to the grand secretary ; but a brother 
so initiated cannot be a member of the lodge 
in which he was initiated, though eligible to 
become a subscribing member of any other lodge, 
and, upon being registered as a joining member 
of such other lodge, and paying bis contributions 
in like maoner with other members, he is entitled 
to ali the privileges and benefits oC tb& ^^n&v.^

Of LODGES of INSTRUCTION. 

1. No general lodge of instniction sha 
holden unless under the sanction of a re 
warranted lodge, or by the special lícense 
authority of the grand master. The lodge g 
its sanction, and the hrethren to wrhom 
licenáe is granted, shall be answerable foi 
proceedings, and responsible that the mo( 
working adopted Las received the sanction o 
grand lodge. 

Notice of the times and places of meetii 
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retbren appointed to hold office, and such 
minutes shall be produced when called for by the 
grand master, board of general purposes, or lodge 
granting the sanction. 

3. If a lodge which has given its sanction for 
a lodge of instruction being held under its war- 
rant shall see fit, it may at any regular meetinsr 
"Withdraw that sanction by a lesolution of the 
lodge, to be communicated to the lodge of in- 
struction ; provided notice of the intention to 
withdraw the sanction be inserted in the summons 
for that meeting. 

Of VISITORS. 

1. No visitor shall be admitted into a lodge, 
anless he be personally known, recommended, or 
well vouched for, after due examinatioii by one of 
thebrethren present; and duringhis continuance 
in the lodge he must be subject to the by-laws of 
the lodge. The master of the lodge is bound to 
enforce these regulations. 

2. A brother, who is not a subscribing member 
to a lodge, shall not be permitted to visit any 
lodge in the town or place where he resides more 
than once during his secession from the crafl. 
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íyCERTIFlCATES. 
1. EvER7 hrolher shall be eiititled lo a gnaã 
lodge cerlifícala, immedíately upon his beine;

paid. 

6. A brother, who shall have obtained a grand 
lodge certificate of the iirst or second degree, will, 
after he has been advanced to a superior degree, 
be entitled to exchange such certificate for one of 
the superior degree without additional expensa. 

7. No lodge shall grant a piivate lodge certi- 
ficate to a brother, except for the purpose of ena- 
bling him to obtain a grand lodge certificate, (in 
which case it shall be specially addressed to the 
iprand secretary) ; and except ali such certificates 
as may be required by the laws of the grand 
Jodge, see Art. 6, p. 75, or called for by any of its 
boards or committeés. No lodge shall, under 
any pretence, raake a charge for a certificate. 

Of REMOVAL of LODGES. 

Any lodge may be removed f]x>m one house to 
anothér, within the same town or çlaíoe^ «1 v^nr.
